by Governor 
Haskell 
on liehqlf of the state. 
C. H. Castile, the pfflcer who made 
ilhe capture, bas written the details 
of the arrest and rescue to Sheriff 
Garrison.

H. Garrison, Oklahoma City, Okla. 
Dear S ir:—^1 arrested Grover Whit­ 
taker at Cannel I City. Morgan coun­ 
ty, Ky., on the 12th at 8:30 o'clock 
in the morning and was overpowered 
by a -out twenty armed men. so I had 
to release my prisoner. I think Whit- 
takfi wail be a t Cannel I City any 
time you want him. Yon need not 
expect any help from Morgan county 
officials 
and 
you can't trust am ­ 
ene in that country. 
I done' a sfTcit 
pitce of detective work in catching 
him bur couldn't work it out. if I 
had cut the wires between the two 
towns I could have made it. If yon 
will have .tour governor raise the 
reward and make it dead or alive 
and you will come here I will go 
with you and 
we will 
make the 
capture. Respectfully, C. H. Castle. 
The officers 
were 
expecting 
to 
bring W hittaker to Oklahoma City 
and claim the reward. A few' min­ 
utes before the (train arrived a par­ 
ty of mountaineers, friends and rel­ 
atives of

into the city, wen* to the station, 
forcibly took possession of the pris­ 
oner 
and 
ordered 
the officers 
to 
leave 
town.

left and 
W h ittaker rode i-iack to the moun­ 
tains. 
No further effort -has l^een 
made to capture him. 
Sheriff Garrison some time ago re­ 
ceived a letter from a man in Can­ 
nel I City ciaiming to know- where 
W hittaker was hiding. 
He said he 
wanted to capture him and return 
him to this city and asked that a 
w arrant be sent him, -which was done 
by Under Sheriff C. C. OPK. ’He said 
in his* letter that he feared friends 
of W hittaker s might learn of the a t­ 
tempt and give out information. He 
asked th at no publicity lie given his 
letter. 
W hittaker shot his wife on the 
street one Sunday evening last (No­ 
vember, while she was in company 
with Neil Wilkerson a t the corner of 
First and 'Rolwnson streets. 
He es- 
caqjed from the cit}', believing her to 
!>e mortally wounded. He was h a r­ 
bored by -relatives at Ardmore, until 
be learned 'that his wife had improv­ 
ed. When it seemed that she would 
live W hittaker surrendered and came 
back. After being held in jail a few 
days he was released on a $5,000 
cash bond. 
In January- when she *was still im­ 
proving, the two patched up the dif­ 
ferences which led to the fit of jeal­ 
ousy which caused the shooting. 
On February 21 
Mrs. 
W hittaker 
died 
suddenly. 
W hittaker, knowing 
her dangerous condition, would not 
visit the house, fearing arrest. He 
again left town and has not been 
beard of until his capture and sen­ 
sational release.

Book of tho Wisdom of Solomon.-—This 
Is the sixth book of the Apocrypha, and 
contains 19 chapters. It may be conveni­ 
ently divided into two parts: I.—(Chapters 
1-9)—It contains the doctrine of wisdom 
in its moral and intellectual aspects. 2.— 
(Chapters IO to 19)—The doctrine of wis­ 
dom as shown in history. The first part 
contains the praise of wisdom as the 
source of immortality, in contrast with 
the teaching of sensualists; and next the 
praise of wisdom as the guide of prac­ 
tical aud intellectual life, the stay of 
princes, and the interpreter of the uni­ 
verse. 
The second part, again, follows 
the action of wisdom summarily, as pre 
serving God’s servants, from Adam to 
Moses, and more particularly in the pun­ 
ishment of the Egyptians and Canaan­ 
ites. From the internal evidence, it seems 
most reasonable to believe that the book 
was composed in Greek, at Alexandria, 
some time before t!>e time of Philo (about 
120-80 B. C.)
